Federal troops posing as an in- 
vading force completely bypassed 
Andover Sunday in the most exten- 
Sive ynilitary maneuvres ever held 
in the state, but all local defense 
units were on duty and ready to 
combat any threat in this direction. 

The Army forces came no closer 
to Andover than Lawrence, where 
they appeared briefly while head- 


ing towards the middle of the 
state. Air raid wardens and police- 
men were mobilized about 6:30 


Sunday morning, however, to ward 
off any threatening “enemy” move- 
ments, and remained on duty until 
the all clear at 9:00. 


The report center was fully 
manned, but, as no air raid inei- 
dents were staged here, only Major 
W. Van V. Warren of the State 
Guard had to control a unit from 
the central nerve-center. The war- 
dens and policemen on duty 
throughout town had been instruct- 
ed to telephone to the report center 
any information they could obtain 
on enemy’ movements, but it be- 
came apparent early in the morn- 
ing that the attack would be cen- 
tered elsewhere, 


Civilian defense personnel, on 
the whole, cooperated well with 
the Guard, However, some unau- 
thorized person told several auxili- 
ary policemen to leave their posts 
before the all-clear sounded, evi- 
dently in the belief that it actually 


had. Complaints were also made 
that the various air raid signals 
were transmitted to Andover too 


slowly from Lawrence, so that a 
person in Shawsheen could hear 
the last notes of one warning when

it was just beginning to sound in 
Andover. In one instance, the 
time lag was as great as eight 
minutes. 


The local Guard company was 
mobilized after dawn, and moved 
to its assigned post. There was 
no action, and, except for setting 
up three roadblocks, the company 
remained in concealment through- 
out the morning, Rueful Guards- 
men complained afterwards that 
the real battle was with the mo- 
squitoes and sand flies. 


The Guard did get a chance to 
test its communications equipment 
in calling Major Warren at the re- 
port center. Two radio cars fol- 
lowed the Guard in its movements, 
and sent messages to a Prospect 
Hill relay station, where they were 
passed on to the report center, 


Army umpires were in Andover 
during the course of the day to in- 
spect the defenses thrown up by 
the Guard, and expressed them- 
selves as pleased with the arrange- 
ments that had been made. Capt. 
Floberger of the military police 
and Lieut. Stickles of the infantry 
inspected the roadblocks and other 
preparations for an attack. 


Three members of the Women’s 
Defense Corps accompanied Major 
Warren to act as clerks and mes- 
sengers, and mess was served in 
the field by the Red Cross canteen.

Wanted: Womanpower 


The local Red Cross chapter an- 
nounced Tuesday that its quota in 
making surgical dressings for the 
next two months is 87,000. That 
is a staggering figure, when you 
realize that it can be translated 
into 44,000 every month, 10,000 ev- 
ery week, 2,000 every working 
day, 

The “let-George-do-it” attitude 
has crept into the ranks of the 
Red Cross workers, it appears. 
Such an attitude is shocking in 
time of war; unhappily, the Red 
Cross isn’t the only organization 
that feels it, 

However, the Red Cross is more 
seriously affected than any other 
group. The making of surgical 
dressings is not a silly fad, it is 
not in charge of irresponsible peo- 
ple, its value is not questionable. 
Surgical dressings are contracted 
for, with the National Red Cross, 
by the U. S. government, and are 
alloted to the chapters throughout 
the nation on the basis of their 
ability to turn out the work. 

If Andover gets 87,000 of the 
dressings to make in two months, 
that is proportionately no more 
than must be made in Chicago or 
Four Corners, Vt, If Andover can- 
not carry its own burden, it must 
shift it to backs that are already 
burdened enough, It is a matter 


of community pride to turn out 
surgical dressings for the Red 
Cross. 

There’s another point worth 
considering: the dressings made 
are furnished directly to Amer- 
ica’s servicemen on the fighting 
front; indeed, the Red Cross is the 
only agency turning out these sup- 
plies. The services are only or- 
dering the materials they need; if 
Andover turns out 50,000 or 60,000 
dressings instead of the 87,000 in 
its quota, lives will be endangered 
and may be lost. 


In view of all this, there should 
be no letdown; every surgical 
dressing is a drop in the great 
wave of freedom that will soon 
engulf Europe. The Red Cross 
has all the materials it needs, it 
has all the sewing machines and 
other accoutrements that are need- 
ed. The only thing lacking is wo- 
man-power, 


Women who have husbands or 
sons in the armed forces should be 
glad to join in this worthy work. 
No expert seamstresses are need- 
ed, no fancy clothes, no Harvard 
accents, just plain, ordinary peo- 
ple with two good hands, a little 
brains and an everlasting willing- 
ness to plug away in a humble role 
to help along the war effort. 

Such women are badly needed— 
and not tomorrow, but today.
